2. DEFENSE. FRIDAY BALTSUN CORDDRY REPORTED CHAIRMAN 
BROWN OF JOINT CHIEFS INDICATED DOUBT THAT PRESENT LEVEL 
OF DEFENSE CAN BE MAINTAINED IN VIEW OF COMBINED EFFECTS 
OF INFLATION AND CONGRESSIONAL BUDGET CUTS, BUT REFRAINED
